The HEADS of Lord NORTH’s EXCULPATORY 
SPEECH, ia anfen to Mr FQOX’s parious Charges in 
the Debate of Wed. ofdaythe 22d of Fur laft. 


[ ORD North. I am much indebted to my learned 
Lis friend, the Attorney General, near me, for the. very 
favourable fentiments he has this day exprefled of my public 
fervices, much more, I fear, than I have prétenfiogs to. 
On that fubje&t he has perhaps fpoke with the partiality of 
a friend ; on others, he has, I,prefume, given his opinion 
without any frch bias. But, how much foever I may be o- 
bliged to the learned Gentleman, I cannot help rifling, on 
the prefent occafion, earneltly wifhing to vindicate my cha- 
racter againit the general gnd_ fpecitic, accufations made by 
the Honourable Gentleman oger the way (Mr Fox)and 
likewife to aflure that Honourable Geatlenanf that mygpre- 
fent fituation, fenutiments, aud inteotions, will uot permit 
me to accept of thofe friendly difpofitions’ which he has 
been fo kind as to mix with the general charges, . I allude 
to the admonitions he has given to me for the regulation of 
my fi.ture political conduct.. His charges being general and 
unqualified, deferve fome anfwer. He has ftated them with 
his ufual ability. | He has preffed them with his wonted ¢- 
loquence. However’ unequal I may be to the Honourable 
Gentleman in thete two refpeéts, I mult not therefore de- 
cliue the vindication of my character, if 1 amconfcious that 
the jultice of my caufe will bear me out. Without that 
fupport I am convinced of my own inability. With that 
fupport [ have nothing to fear tion the Honourable Gen- 
tleman’s eloquence aid ingenuity. 

‘The Flonourable Gentleman has travelled through the 
whole of my minifterial conduct, and candidly imputes all 
the negleéts and blunders of Adminiftration, as he calls 
them, to me. By his account I have enough of my own to 
anfwer for, without being compelled to bear the blame due 
to others; but I will tell that Gentleman, that [I do not 
mean to fly from that fhare of refponfibility attached to my 
office, por from the general refpoafibility which I am bound 
to with others, as one of his Majefty’s confidential fervants, 
If the Honourable Gentleman, which, his fpeech would in- 
dicate, fappofes me to be fir, or fle Minifler, 1 do affure 
him he is’ miftaken. Ivknow of no fuch minifter in this 
country, and do therefore hope the Honourable Gentleman 
will confider me in two lights, namely, as aGing. « the head 
of a very important department, where I acknowledge I am 
folely anfwerable for whatever is traufacted, and as acting in 
concert with others in his Majefty’s confidential .ouacils. 

The honourable Gentleman has gone a great way back, 
no lefs than to the whole of my conduct fince I got.con- 
ne&ted with the Board at which I have at,prefent the ho- 
nour to prefide. I found the affairs of this country in great 
confufion, and the nation in a ferment (alluding to @he 
affair of the Middlefex leétion). I took a fhare in Govern- 
ment when embarrafled by a ftrong factious oppofition, 








whom I thought, as I do ftill, they acted upon miitaken or 
wrong motives. 1 aflifted iu maintaining government, and 
if the clamours current at that time were not filenced, they 
were rendered ineficctual to anfwer the purpofes for which 
they were raifed. + 

‘I'he great and glorious vidiories of the late war, and our 
confeffed and decided fuperiority on the ocean, created us 
many cnemies, and an alarm in the other powers of Europe, 
and if not enmity, at leaf coolnefs. sand Spain 
foffering under the difgrace of fucceflive defeats, were mor- 
tified and filled with refentments, and Jooking forward to 
retaliation. The eyes of the reft,of Europe were drawn from 
the ufual object of their jealoufy, the Houfe of Bourbon, 
thus fallen and humbled, towards our growing greatnefs, 
The fyitem of Evrope at the time admitted ef no continen- 
tal alliances, for to what end could they have been dire&ted? 
The powers of the North were friendly inclined, and no- 
thing at that period gave any reafon to counteract any pro- 
bable or poffible meafures which might be entered into by 
the Houfe of Bourbon. 

Such was the ftate and difpofition of Europe when Ame- 
rica unjuftly, and without provocation, refifted the confti- 
tutional claims of this country, and refufed to pay that o- 
bedience which it was bound to render upon every principle 
of juftice; nay, 1 might go further and add, upon every 
motive of intereft and advantage. 

Under the circumitances I have deferibed, we were obli- 
ged to enter into a conte with our rebellious fubjeéts. I fhall 
neither take blame to myfelf, nor impute any to others; 
but before we had it in our power to enforce legal govern- 
ment, France, contrary to every affurance, and cyery prin- 
ciple of jultice and good faith, traiteroufly interfered in the 
internal government of the Britifh empire, and had the info- 
lence, not only to prefcribe the conduét we fhould obferve 
towards our own fubjects; but, by deelaring the colonies 
independent, endeavoured to fever a third part of the em- 
pire, and wreft it out of our hands, 

The honourable gentleman fays, why not. refign at this, 
why not refign at that, why not refign at another period ? 
I will teli the honourable gentleman why I neither did, not 
could refign, I was always determined never to relign as 
long as his Majeity thought fit to accept of my poor fervices, 
and till I could do it with honour. Could J have refigned 
with honour when America firft ‘refitted? I anfwer No. 
Could I have refigned with honour in the profecutign of the 
American war, whilé the event of that war was yet-depend- 
ing? No. Could Thave téfigned with honour when France 
interfered, and acknowledged America independency ? Moft 
certainly not. And ought I to refign at this period, or 
could I do it with honour to myfelf, or difcharge my duty 
te my country, now that we haye the united Force of the 
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Houfe of Bourbon to contend with ? Iam perfuaded I could 
not. My language has always been uniformly the fame, 
never to refign, till a fit perfon wag found ‘ont to fucceed 
me, I haye not heard that perfon yet pointed out, nor do 1 
know him, I am well conyinced that many perfons of abi- 
lities, infinitely fuperior to. mine, could be found. 1 know 
no man more fit, in fome refpects, than the honourable gen- 
tleman himfelf ; .biit his abilities, fo far as they refpe& me, 
are out of the prefent queftion. He and his friends think 
differently from me a matters of very cfiential importance: 
1 hope Ihave as great a reverence for the conttitution as 
that gentleman ; but his ideas are not perhaps exaétly con- 
fonarit to mine on. that fubje&. I am for fupporting the 
jut and conftitutional prerogatives of the crown, and ‘the 
rights of parliament, according to the beft of my own judg* 
ment ; and apon thofe opinions I muft continue to aé, and 
can never confequently-confent to call“any fet of men, be 
they whom they may, as far as my féeble ‘voice can reach, 
of whofe political doctriues.I do not approve. The good of 
my country, and my own honour, therefore, will not permit 
me to follow the honourable gentleman’s advice, and fub- 
eave to his opinion, that this is the proper time for me to 
refign. 

he honourable gentleman, after reprobating the whole 
of my public conduét, is pleafed to hald out feveral ftrong 
inducements to me to retire from public bufinefs. He offers 
me a full indemnity for all my paft crimes and tranfgreffions, 
as a public man; for which 1 am greatly indebted to him, 
though, unfértunately, I cannot or will not follow the ad- 
vice thus given. 

He defires me to retire with the plunder 1 have amafled. 
[Mr Fox. Not plunder, but fortune.] He fays, in order to 
fave his country, in which my refignation is included, that 
he would ¢onfent to let mie, though a fate crinrinal, efcape 
with impmnity ; but he has coupled this very generous ofter 
with a threat. He added, if I thould not retire after this 
wholefome and friendly warning, that I muft expedt, in cage 
of future difsfters, to be brought to public judgment, and to 
exemplary and condign punifhment. ein ‘ 

The hofiourable gentleinan’s advice is generous and friend 
dys his threat is accompanied with opennefs, and. is candid 
and manly. He has given me my option, and he will pers 
mit me to take it. But, in the firlt place, as 1 am confcious’ 
of no crime, 1 canwot, from any motive of common fenfe, 
ot common prudence, acecpt of the proffered indemnity : 
neither can I, for the fame reafon, fear a public trial, or the 
confequence of guilt, the threatemed punithment denounced, 
in order to terrify me into a refignation. 16 

On the contrary, there is nothing at a proper time I more 
ardently defire’ than a poblie trial; nor any thing 1 lefs 
fear than public punifhment. _ I have been publicly accufed 
in this Houfe, in the face of the nation: juflice requires 
that I fhould be indulged with au opportunity of exculpat- 
ing myfelf. I fhall infit upon the exercife of that juitice : 
I hope I fhall not be refufed : I thall and muft be tried, be 
the event of the prefent. meat es what they may. So that. 
however well intended the honourable gentleman's offer may 
have been, his, favour of indemnity and impunity would a- 
mount to actual punifhment, and his threats of future trial 
would be to me the greateft favour it is in his power to con- 
fer. 

The honourable gentleman has, indeed, held me forth in 
a new point of view this day. He prefames that Franee, 
Spain, and I, are the only foes this colintry has at prefent 
to combat, The people of Americaare our ftedfaft friends, 
and were I removed from my prefent fituation, a perfect 
unanimity, he fays, would take place immediatcly, and eve- 
ry heart and hand in the kingdom would inftantly unite in 
the common defence, and in infli@ing that fpecies of cha- 
{tifement on the whole Houfe ef Bourbon, which it has fo 
juftly merited, for ‘ts perfidious and ambitions condud, 

I with I was as wel] convinced of the truth of this opinion 
asthe honourable gentlemaa. Ido affure him, if I was, 
the former power and glory of this country would be foon 
reftored, and upon terms which would appear to me ex- 
tremely cheap: I mean my immediate refignatian, and the 
confequent welfare and profperity of my country. Nay, I 
would make'real facrifices, in order to ptocure fo defirable 
an event: I would inftantly apply for banifhment, and while 
I lamented, or rather felt, in fome unguarded moment, for 
my immediate fituation, I would be a thoufand tines over 
repaid in the luxurions reflection, that by my proféription I 
have purchafed the falvation of my country, and reitored it 
once more to its former ftate aud dignity. 

However, to return to the mere matter of refignation, I 
beg leave to imprefs thefe facts on the honourable genile- 
man. It is well known that I accepted of my prefent fitua- 
tion with great relu@aned ; that I have remained in it much 
againft my own judgment and liking; that I feel in the 
fame manner, at the inftant | am fpeaking, and when the 
period arrives, that I can refign with honour to-myfelf, and 
confiftent with the duty I owe te my: fovereign and my 
country, I fhall quit my prefent office with fingular fatil- 
faétion. 

The honourable gentleman has fpoke of the fortune which 
he prefumes I have-amailed fince my entering into office. I 
thought it was plan é-ed ; but beg the honourable gentle- 
man’s pardon, for he has explained it otherwife. 
honourable gentleman; over the way, faid yefterday even- 
ing in debate, that the Britifh Cabinet had been bought and
